Senior  Class  History 


Bright  dawned  that  day,  four  years  ago  when  we,  the 
present  Senior  Class,  first  came  to  C.  H.  S.  We  were 
breathless  and  excited,  anticipating  we  knew  not  what. 
After  several  weeks  of  huiry — scurry,  losing  ourselves 
and  engaging  in  many  new  adventures,  we  soon  fitted  into 
the  pattern  of  high  school  life  and  truly  lived  up  to  our 
very  undesirable  name  of  “Rats.” 

Other  than  making  many  new  friends  and  learning 
something  new  every  day,  our  Freshman  year  progressed 
rather  slowly.  Many  times  we  thought,  "Oh!  to  be  a 
Senior.  ” 

In  March  all  of  us  became  very  enthused  over  pre¬ 
senting  a  Stunt  for  Stunt  Night.  This  would  be  our  first 
chance  to  show  our  talents.  There  was  much  preparation 
and  much  talk.  We  just  knew  that  we  would  win  first 
place.  Since  there  were  four  Sections  of  us.  Sections  B  and 
D  presented  “Burying  the  Seniors”  (this  gave  us  quite

Our  Freshman  year  ended  in  June  with  a  sudden¬ 
ness  that  was  almost  unbelievable.  Now  we  were  the 
“stuff!”  Just  think — “Sophisticated  Sophomores.” 

We  came  to  school  in  the  fall  of  1950,  feeling  very 
superior,  very  experienced,  and  very  know-it-all.  My 
gracious,  we  were  going  to  have  a  class  meeting!  And  so 
wc  did.  One  morning  90-odd  Sophomores  crowded  and 
jammed  into  the  Library  to  have  our  first  class  meeting. 
We  elected  as  our  officers:  President,  Regis  Thompson, 
Vice  President,  Joe  Kitts;  Secretary,  Jean  Jones;  Treasurer 
Wilma  Boothe  and  Reporter,  Charlotte  Weeks. 

By  this  time,  High  School  with  all  its  newness  had 
worn  off  and  we  were  now  old  hands  as  far  as  school  life 
at  C.  H.  S.  was  concerned.  However,  it  was  in  our  Sopho¬ 
more  year  that  we  really  began  to  become  part  of  C.  H.  S. 
Many  of  us  joined  Clubs,  participated  in  sports,  and 
began  to  take  part  in  many  extra-curricular  activities. 

Again  in  March  came  Stunt  Night.  Again  our  de¬ 
termination  arose.  This  year  we  decided  to  write  an 
original  skit.  We  wrote,  practiced  and  presented  it  with 
pride.  Now,  wc  were  sure  wc  were  to  be  doomed  to  dismal 
failure,  because,  again  this  year  wc  received  not  even 
honorable  mention. 

Mid-winter  and  spring  passed  uneventful  and  then, 
it  was  June  again.  In  the  closing  weeks  of  school  we  were 


assembled  together  and  told  what  we  were  supposed  to 
do  the  next  fall.  We  were  Juniors;  and  a  very,  very 
eventful  year  was  ahead  of  us. 

Truer  words  were  never  spoken.  Space  does  not 
permit  to  mention  all  events  in  detail.  To  get  the  year 
rolling,  we  held  a  class  meeting;  elected  officers  and 
planned  our  activities  for  the  coming  year.  Our  officers 
were:  President,  Carlton  Bowyer;  Vice  President,  Lorene 
Spradlin;  Secretary,  Jean  Jones;  Treasurer,  Shirley 
Olinger;  Reporter,  Roderick  Stubbs. 

We  held  endless  Bake  Sales  and  other  money-making 
projects.  Always  our  goal  was  to  give  a  bigger  and  better 
Junior-Senior  Prom. 

As  Juniors,  we  sponsored  The  Demon  II  ighlighis. 
This  was  our  first  truly  big  project.  Because  of  this 
responsibility,  we  became  more  dependable  and  learned 
to  do  things  for  ourselves.  When  we  returned  from  Christ¬ 
mas  Holidays,  we  launched  a  drive  which  lasted  for  five 
months.  We  presented  our  Class  Play,  “Hobgoblin 
House;”  gave  our  Blackface  Minstrel:  honored  the  Seniors 
with  a  wonderful  Junior-Senior  Banquet  and  Prom;  (The 
theme  was  “Harbor  Lights”  and  the  Southern  Colonels 
from  Va.  Tech,  furnished  the  music.);  and  believe  it  or 
not.  we  won  first  place  Stunt  Night  with  our  original 
stunt,  “Do  A  Hobo’s  Dreams  Come  Truer”  In  March 
we  had  our  Annual  Ring  Dance.  This  was  a  great  day. 
We  were  now  a  permanent  fixture  at  C.  H.  S.  Did  we 
not  wear  the  crest  and  symbol  on  our  fingers  to  prove  it? 

Although  we  left  many  pleasant  memories  behind, 
we  were  a  little  more  than  glad  when  June  rolled  around 
and  we  became  Seniors. 

Now,  we  have  arrived  at  that  last  and  final  year. 
That  same  sun  that  rose  so  bright  and  sunny  on  that 
September  day  four  years  ago,  is  slowly  setting  in  the 
West.  It  casts  a  rosy'  glow  about  us  and  instills  in  our 
hearts  never-tc-be-forgotten  memories  of  C.  H.  S.
